This year tickets will also be required 
for the additional seating areas outside 
the main sanctuary and will be available 
from the office for $18 per person for 
Rosh Hashanah and $18 per person for 
Yom Kippur.

Our feelings of joy increase as 5757 ap- 
proaches. We anticipate the feelings of 
relief and renewed hope that accompa- 
ny the holidays and we gain satisfaction 
from the time and effort we donate to 
make oru services meaningful for so 
many people.

It is hard to feel a sense 
of family when there are more than 
500 members and more than 1300 
people who come to welcome the 
New Year. 

Now we face a new reality character- 
ized by the metaphor of community: it 
captures the fact that we are a complex, 
large organization, with so much going 
on, So many concerns, and so many di- 
verse needs which call for us to fulfill 
them. Just as our sense of inclusiveness 
and outreach need not mean that we 
should go broke following our princi- 
ples, so too our sense of belonging and 
the feeling of being at home need not be 
associated only with the more homoge- 
neous images of family. I spoke to a 
young member who had recently re- 
turned from a year of study. He came 
into the sanctuary and walked around 
and said “It is good to be home again.

Rosh Hashanah: 


Abraham’s Teshuvah and Ours

This is a true story: I left shul on Rosh 
Hashanah, after hearing the story of the 
Akedah, the binding of Isaac. I got into 
my car and started downhill. Barely a 
block later, another car backed out of a 
driveway, directly into my path, at a 
distance that made a collision almost 
inevitable. I avoided disaster with my 
brakes screeching, and my stomach 
souring. The other driver pulled back 
into the driveway. I continued down 
hill, shaken but unscathed—rather like 
Isaac descending still alive from the 
altar. 

I didn’t feel like Isaac, however, but 
like Abraham. Like him, I had been 
saved by God, who made both of us 
alert, him to the ramin the bushes, me to 
the other car. God gave us both flexibil- 
ity. And God gave us each the capacity 
for determined action. 

I have imagined the Akedah many 
times from Sarah’s and Isaac’s points of 
view—even from the unhappy ram’s— 
but Abraham’s behavior was never real 
to me. He was a device to keep the plot 
going. The narrow escape on Rosh Has- 
hanah changed all that. Abraham’s be- 
havior can make sense after all. 

In kabbalah, Abraham is identified 
with chesed, loving-kindness, sponta- 
neous altruism. However, one chassid- 
ic sage speculated that none of thiscame 
naturally, that Abraham was naturally 
cold-hearted rather than loving. His gen- 
erosity came not from altruism but from 
a desire to emulate God. 

Abraham succeeded as long as he 
kept the principle of chesed in mind, 
making a conscious effort. In some of 
the greatest crises of his life, Abraham's 
chesed failed him. He cared about Hagar 
and Ishmael, and argued with God in 
their favor, but when forced to send 
them away he didn’t give them even 
enough water to reach another place to 
live. He loved Isaac, but didn’t even 
argue for him! How sad that even when 
he loved, Abraham could not love deep- 
ly enough. 

If this picture of Abraham is true, it 
was not only Isaac that the angel saved 
by pointing out the ram in the bush. It 
was Abrahamas well. God, as our morn- 
ing prayer assures us, rouses the sleeper 
and wakes the dreamer. God shocked 


Abraham back into consciousness, and 
Abraham’s God-given faculties allowed 
him to avoid disaster. 

I like to think that when Isaac went 
tearing down the other side of the moun- 
tain, hurt, furious, and never wanting 
to see his father again, Abraham turned 
to God in teshuvah. 

Thus we all condemn ourselves when 
we realize how wrong we have been. 
Our faults spring from following our 
natures without sufficient reflection— 
acting under pressure of time, of emo- 
tion, of desires. Imperfect as we are, we 
could learn nothing from myths about 
perfect ancestors. Instead we have here 
an ancestor as imperfect as ourselves, 
one hampered as muchas helped by his 
natural qualities. 

God saved Abraham from carrying 
his faulty intention to its horrible con- 
clusion; God accepted his teshuvah and 
let him live to make amends to those he 
had wronged. If Abraham himself re- 
pented a fault, so unintentional yet so 
grievous, can any of our faults be bad 
enough to keep us from our people’s 
God? May we all learn from his exam- 
ple in the awesome days ahead. 


High School Chavurah 


Csz 9th through 12th graders can join 
fellow San Francisco students at the San 
Francisco High School Chavurah, a new 
supplementary Jewish community high 
school program. Classes will take place 
at Congregation Beth Sholom on Mon- 
days from 6-8 pm. 

Students will study Jewish ethics, civ- 
ics, history, religious thinking and cul- 
ture, as well as Hebrew language and 
preparation for college and family life. 
Other activities include Israeli folk danc- 
ing and music, social action projects and 
a weekend retreat. Participants are eligi- 
ble for the Summer in Israel Youth Pro- 
gram (SIIYP).

Rabbi Search 


We suspect that many of you have ques- 
tions about the search for a new rabbi 
for CSZ. Where are we in the process? 
Several months ago, the Rabbi Search 
Committee (RSC) received a “panel”— 
resumes from rabbis interested in 
applying for the job at CSZ—from the 
placement office of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis (CCAR), which 
facilitates job searching for Reform rab- 
bis and Reform synagogues. The RSC 
reviewed every resume and asked can- 
didates to provide us with some addi- 
tional written material. 

Eventually, we exhausted the entire 
list. Some candidates withdrew (when 
they got job offers elsewhere or realized 
that the match was not right). Some can- 
didates we rejected on the basis of the 
written materials. Some candidates we 
rejected after interviewing them over 
the phone. One candidate remains un- 
der consideration, but we need to dis- 
cuss it further. 

So what happens next? The RSC 
should receive another panel from the 
CCAR after the High Holidays. (We will 
include the candidate still under consid- 
eration with this panel.) Because we have 
perfected our own process (requesting 
more material, reviewing the written 
material, interviewing over the phone, 
weeding out candidates), we expect to 
evaluate these candidates fairly quickly 
and hope to bring a candidate or two to 
San Francisco by late fall or early winter. 

Why is it taking so long? It’s really not. 
Many synagogues spend up to two years 
finding the right rabbi. In fact, CSZ took 
two years in the search that eventually 
brought Rabbi Kahn to the synagogue. 
Even so, we feel that there are two fun- 
damental reasons we did not hire from 
the first panel: 

¢ In the optimal rabbi search “cycle,” 
a congregation requests a panel from the 
CCAR shortly after High Holidays, when 
rabbis begin looking for new jobs. Rabbi 
Kahn did not announce his retirement 
until November of 1995. By the time we 
requested a panel, many rabbis who had 
been looking had already obtained new 
jobs. 

¢ We are an extraordinary congrega- 
tion in many respects. While many of the 
candidates we rejected are fine rabbis 
and will make many a congregation hap-

Tiela Chalmers introduced new mem- 
bers of the Va’ad to its functions, tradi- 
tions and responsibilities. They were also 
introduced to the administrative staff 
and the workings of the congregation. 

New treasurer Leah Wolf introduced 
herself and her hopes to streamline pro- 
cedures and make financial information 
clearer and more reliable. David Stein 
announced a recent donation which will 
assist in software upgrades to imple- 
ment these goals. 

Ron Lezell explained the affiliation of 
our congregation with other Jewish 
organizations. A motion that CSZ con- 
tinue its support for ARZA (Association 
of Reform Zionists of America) asa check- 
off organization was approved. We are 
seeking a new representative to the 
UAHC AIDS commission and a new 
person to serve as liaison to the World 
Congress of Gay and Lesbian Jews. 

David Stein proposed a new Kadimah 
Board to work with the educators and the 
Rabbi to prepare budgets and create pol- 
icies for B’nai Mitzvot. In the interim, a 
task force appointed by the president and 
approved by the Va’ad will explore the 
possibility of creating amore formal body. 
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alephbet and pronunciation.

Anallocation 
of $180 was approved from the Social 
Action restricted fund for the UAHC 
Rebuilding Faith Drive to assist in the 
rebuilding of recently burned churches. 

Plans are being made for regular ASL 
sign interpreting for services and our 
accessibility program will be pursued 
this year. Installation of new Va’ad mem- 
bers and officers was scheduled for July 
19. New members were approved and 
are listed elsewhere in this issue.

August Va’ad Minutes

The Va’ad reviewed and unanimously 
approved a proposal by Education Com- 
mittee Chair Claire Rappoport to fund a 
year-long program of adult education 
classes, including a series of cultural 
enrichment presentations by visiting 
scholars and lecturers, and Camp Swig 
events. Classes will include Prayerbook 
Hebrew I and II and Advanced Hebrew, 
Torah Study and accessing Jewish/Gay 
Resources on the Internet. Jewish cultur- 
al classes will include Cooking with Jeff: 
Gastronomic Delights through Jewish 
Cooking, Keeping Those Hands Busy? 
Crocheting Kippot with Trudi, Learning 
Yiddish with Rich, anda quarterly Bikkur 
Cholim workshop. Funding sources will 
be divided between Ma’ayan campaign 
monies and Adult Education monies. 

The Dues Committee reported that 
many pledges have remained at the same 
amount as last year, apparently because 
some people have not noticed or heeded 
the new guidelines. Other pledges have 
substantially increased. 

Treasurer Leah Wolf has been work- 
ing diligently to increase accountability 
and accuracy in CSZ finances. She pro- 
posed that payroll processing be done 
by an outside payroll processing compa- 
ny, at a Savings over the current system 
of processing. This proposal was unani- 
mously accepted. Leah also proposed 
strategies to streamline cash manage- 
ment and check writing, both of which 
were also unanimously approved. The 
Treasurer’s first Statement of Activity,

produced by newly acquired software, 
was circulated, appreciated and applaud- 
ed, with anexpression of gratitude to the 
office staff for their help. 

President David Stein drew the atten- 
tion of the Va’ad to the large number of 
chavurot that have spontaneously orga- 
nized at Sha’ar Zahav. The congregation 
is truly one in which participation in 
community is valuable and valued, and 
this is reflected in the wide scope of 
activities undertaken by the various cha- 
vurot. These chavurot, combined with 
the many standing committees, provide 
a remarkably wide range of venues for 
participation in CSZ congregational life. 

Office Administrator Lea Salem an- 
nounced that the outer locks at the syn- 
agogue have been changed. She also 
informed the Va’ad that High Holidays 
passes will be distributed at the end of 
August. Both the Sanctuary and addi- 
tional seating areas are expected to be 
full again this year. Advertisements have 
been placed locally, and a deadline for 
ticket sales has been set for September 5. 

Lisa Katz noted that there has been a 
100% turnover in people who are staff- 
ing and planning this year’s High Holi- 
days. Extra efforts will be made to ensure 
that everything that needs to be done, 
gets done. Sign language interpretation 
will again be provided for services. Di- 
ana Buchbinder added that this year 
there will not be a teenagers’ quiet room; 
instead, teens will be invited to partici- 
pate more fully in adult activities. 

Tiela Chalmers reported to the Va’ad 


about the evaluations of the 1996 Ad- 
vance. The event was a success in the 
eyes of most of the participants, and 
reservations have been made to secure 
Wildwood Resort again for next August 
1-3. The cost for participation is expect- 
ed to increase slightly.

But certain traits or experi- 
ences are non-negotiable, such as a desire 
to work with a lay-led synagogue, will- 
ingness to share the bimah, experience 
counseling people with AIDS and strong 
familiarity with gay and lesbian issues. In 
addition, using the input from the con- 
gregation, we have ranked the desired 
traits and functions of the rabbi. The can- 
didate must meet all of our top priorities. 

We do not want to settle for someone, 
only to have to let the rabbi go and start 
the process all over again. We would 
rather take the time now and find the 
person who will be our spiritual leader 
for a good long time.

Too Jewish? 


A provocative multi-media group exhi- 
bition from New York entitled Too Jew- 
ish? Challenging Traditional Identities will 
have its West Coast premiere at the San 
Francisco Jewish Museum from Septem- 
ber 16 to January 5. Featuring 45 works 
by 23 artists, the exhibit will include 
paintings, drawings, sculpture, installa- 
tion, assemblage and art videos by gay 
and lesbian contemporary artists. An 
array of lectures, seminars and perfor- 
mances on Jewish identity and popular 
culture are also planned. 

What binds this group is not a stylistic 
homogeneity, but rather the attitude 
present in their ideas and working meth- 
ods, an obsessive, confrontational and 
often humorous approach to different 
ways of representing identity.

In es- 
sence, just what is too Jewish? The irony 
and parody implicit in their projects en- 
courage the viewer to ponder difficult 
political, social and personal concerns.
